Russia will regain her strength with 
a bound,.and become mightier and more 
formidable than ever,“ Lloyd George 
continued. Although these distrac- 
tions had the effect of postponing com- 
plete victory, they made victory more 
sure than ever, more complete than 
ever, and, what is more important, they 
made surer than ever the quality of

“The only terms on which Germany 
has suggested restoring Belgium are not 
those of ee but of vassalage. 
Then came the doctrine of the status 
quo and no annexation and no indem- 
nities. No German statesman has ac- 
cepted even that. 

“But what did indemnity mean? In- 
demnity is an essential part of the 
mechanism of civilization in every land 
and clime. Otherwise, what guarantee 
have we against a repetition? Then, it 
is said, that is not what you are after. 
You are after our colonies and probably 
Palestine and Mesopotamia. If we ha‘. 
entered into this war purely for the Ger- 
man colonies we would not have raised 
an army or 3,000,000 or 4,000,000. We 
could have got them without adding 
a single battalion to the army.

PARADE DOWNTOWN 
AND 24 MEN JOIN 


Several Halts Made to Give 
Civilians Opportunity to 
Urge Enlistments.

DRIVE ENDS TOMORROW 


State Short of Regular Army 
Quota It Was Expected to 
Get This Week. 


As a result of the first recruiting pa- 
rade of its. kind in the history of St. 
Louis, 24 men made application for en- 
listment in the regular army after a 
picked detachment of 50 regulars, head- 
ed by the Jefferson Barracks band, had 
marched through the downtown streets 
this morning. 


A second parade with the same per- 
sonnel and over the same route started 
at 2 p. m. Both recruiting drives began 
at the main recruiting office at Third 
and Olive streets, as the final effort in 
bringing 568 additional Missourians into 
the army during Regular Army Week,“ 
and thus completing Missouri’s quota of 
6686 men. 

Citizens Plead for Enlistments. 

Citizens made speeches at various 
points and whenever there was a halt 
the soldiers broke ranks and mingled 
with the crowd, urging men to join the 
army. The route of both parades was 
as follows: 

North on Third street to Washington 
avenue, west to Broadway, south to 
Chestnut street, west to Twelfth street. 
south to the city hall, at Twelfth and 
Market streets, west on Chestnut strect 
to Nineteenth street, north ‘to Locust 
street, east to Third street and guth 
to the starting point 

The soldiers under 
Lieut. Charles M. 
much enthusiasm as they marched 
through the streets in the morning 
parade. Before the Court House was 
reached six or seven civilians had 
fallen in line with the regulars and 
indicated that they wanted to join 
the army. 

Speeches urging enlistment were 
made at the Market street entrance 
to the Court House, where the first 
stop was made. The speakers were 
Brigadier-General E. J. Spencer of the 
Missouri National Guard and Attor- 
ney James C. Jones. Gen. Spencer 
said much effort had been devoted to 
recruiting the First and Fifth Mis- 
souri militia regimentg but that at 
this time all energies should be di- 
rected to filling the regular army. 

Jones called forth applause when 
he pleaded _ for preparedness and 
asked, What are we going to do if 
that d—d Kaiser comes over here?’ 

Several women under the leader- 
ship of Mrs. J. Dwight Dana, of 4483 
Laclede avenue, planned to meet the 
second parade at the City Hall and 
work among the crowd in an effort 
t> aid in the recruiting effort. 

At the City Hall speeches were 
made by Acting Mayor Aloe and 
Ci arles M. Hay, an attorney. The fi- 
n. address of the forenoon was made 
Nineteenth and Chestnut streets 
by the Rev. E. J. Cleveland. 

With Missouri still several hundred

Must Be Single Men.’ 

A week ago the President sent out 
what in effect was a call for volunteers 
for the regular army. He asked that 
70,000 men between the ages of 18 and 4 
be enrolled, so that the regular army 
would be at full war strength of 300,000. 
The men must be in good physical con- 
dition, unmarried, without dependents 
and not employed in any occupation 
which is vital to the prosecution of the 
war. 

Maj. George W. Goode, in charge of 
the recruiting office here, pointed out 
that a man who enlists today will be 
“truly on his way to France“ when Re 
is accepted for service, and undoubt- 
edly will be there by autumn, if net 
before. 

Those who desired to enlist were 
asked to fall in“ and follow the march- 
ing soldiers, while the band led the 
way They were taken direct to the 
recruiting office in the old Postoffice 
Building. 

No Delay tan Acceptance. 

For those who took advantage of this 
opportunity it was possible to be 
examined, accepted, sent to Jefferson 
Barracks and start from there on the 
way to some mobilization point within 
hours. There will be no delay in 
sending these new recruits to the front 
as rapidly as possible. 

It is certain that soldiers of the reru- 
lar army will be the first to see service 
abroad. The first units, which will 
serve under Gen. Pershing’s command, 
are already in France and others will 
follow quickly. 

Major Goode has written to all the 
pastors in the city asking that they 
make patriotic addresses Sunday. and 
explain the advantages in the regular 


army.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 3.—An ex- 
amination of the records of Lewis Coun- 
ty. filed with the County Court at Mon- 
ticello today by examiners from Auditor 
Hackmann's office, show that James 
W. Barnes, former Circuit Clerk, owes 
the county $5620), and that his bond is 
missing and not recorded.

The British made a brilliant attack 
last night, during a blinding rain, that 
accompanied a thunderstorm, on a num- 
ber of the southwesterly suburbs of the 
great mining city, including the one 
Known as Avion. 

All the first objectives of the attack 


the British are still pushing forward 
today. 

Nearly 200 prisoners already have been 
collected in the cages and more captives 
are reported on the way back from the 
fighting front. A number of machine 
guns also are reported taken. 

The fighting took place in and out 
among bits of ruined buildin col- 
leries, pit derricks and the usual litter 
and paraphernalia of a mining settie- 
ment, only In this case the tangle had 
been made greater by the shell fire of 
many monthe. 

The bombardment which preceded the 
attack was carried out on a fairly wide 
front and was of only slightly less in- 
tensity than that which has preceded 
some of the greater actions on the Brit- 
ish front. 


Germans Claim Capture of French Po- 
sitions on Mile Front. 

BERLIN, via London, June 29.— 
German forces yesterday captured 
French positions on both sides of the 
Malancourt-Esnes road, on the west 
benk of the Meuse, in the Vérdun sec- 
ter. over a width of 2000 yards and 
a depth of 500 yards, says the official 
statement issued today by the general 
etaff. Today the Germans stormed 
a 300-yard wide French position in 
Avocourt Wood. More than 550 pris- 
oners were taken at both points. 

The statement says the Germans 
stormed and held French positions on a 
front of 1000 meters to the east of Cerny, 
on the Aisne front, taking 150 prisoners. 
A British attack near Avion in the vi- 
cinity of Lens is reported to have failed. 
The British occupied the foremost Ger- 
man lines between Oppy and the Gav- 
relle windmill. 


Relations Broken on Ground ‘War Is 
Carried on in Greek Territory. 

PARIS, June 23.—Telegtaphiig from 
Athens under today’s date the corre- 
spondent of Le Temps says: 

“The Greek Government has directed 
its Minister to Switzerland. G. Garadja, 
to communicate to the Greek legations 
at Berlin, Vienna, Sofia and Constanti- 
nople instructing the Ministers to break 
diplomatic relations between the Greek 
kingdom and the Governments of Ger. 
many, Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria and 
Turkey.

Senator Hardwick’s motion to recom- 
mit the bill to the Agriculture Commit- 
tee, on the ground that it is unconsti- 
tutional, then was lost, Senator Reed 
and the Georgia Senator alone support- 
ing it. 

Reading of the bill for amendments 


An amendment introduced by Senator 
Lewis of Illinois would limit alcoholic 
contents of intoxicating beverages to 1 
per cent after Sept. 1. 

Senator Lodge opened the prohibition 
contest yesterday with a speech in favor 
of continuing manufacture of beer and 
wine. The dill as it now stands would 
prohibit the manufacture of all intoxi- 
cating beverages, but empower the Pres- 
ident to exempt wines. 

Senators Johnson of California and 
Kellogg of Minnesota delivered prepared 
Speeches on the general features of the 
bill promising it their support as a war 
measure. 

Senate sentiment is said generally to 
favor Stopping manufacture of distilled 
Spirits, so the debate will center upon 
beer and wines. Resort for the first time 
to the Senate’s new cloture rule in an 
effort to hasten action may be attempt- 
ed, although there is such a marked 
division of opinion over the question of 
permitting brewing to continue that 
leadefs say it would bé impossible to 
secure cloture. 


Johnson for Measure. 
Senator Johnson, Opening the de- 


bate on the substitute bill declared 
its enactment “necessary to win the 
war. 

“America must make the sacrifice 
in dollars and Creature comforts with- 
in the next year Or she must make 
thereafter sacrifice in men—and then 
ultimately the sacrifice in material 
things as well,” he said. “The short 
cut to victory is organisation and this 
organization can come only with a 
concentration of authority. It is, 
therefore with an absolute confidence 
that I give my vote to a bill accord- 
ing the most extraordinary and auto- 
cratic powers ever before conferred 
in our nation.” 


There must be sacrifice of profits 
just as there ie sacrifice of blood. 
tne Senator said, and he added: 


“While, of course, legitimate en- 
terprise during the conflict should 
be nurtured and encouraged, it must 
be understood from the very begin- 
ning that no profitable patriotism will 
be tolerated. If a concrete ilbhustra- 
tion were required to demonstrate the 
necessity of some sort of legislation 
in relation to prices, it is found in 
the recent discussion concerning the 
steel corporation. We find before the 
war, this corporation selling its pro- 
duct from $21 to $25 a ton. At the 
beginning of 1916, its contracts for 
the delivery of steel plates to com- 
mercial shipbuilding concerns was 
$42.66 per ton and very recently 4 
asked from the United States Govern. 
merit §95 per ton.

He said the mini- 
mum price-fixing provision holds “over 
the heads of all business and industry s 
deadly threat“ and protested against 
the exemption of farmers from the 
hoarding section. 

Opposes Dry Legsintion. 

Opposing the dry“ legislation as an 
injection of a moral issue and not a 
war measure, the Senator directed a:- 
tention to the fact that the effort to 
impose prohibition on the country “has 
been mixed up with food conservation,” 
by Congress itself, and not by the ad- 
ministration. He declared himself in 
favor of prohibiting the manufacture of 
distilled liquors during the war, but 
thought beer and wines should be per- 
mitted. Beer, he said, carries very lit- 
tle alcohol, and the closing of the brew- 
series not only would stop the drinking 
of beer, but would deprive the country 
of $140,000,000 in revenue, throw over 100,- 
000 men out of employment and lose ail 
taxes which come from the approxi- 
mately $1,000,000,000 invested in the in- 
dustry. 

“I now come to the controlling factor 
in this matter’’ he continued. A united 
public opinion is the greatest factor in 
winning the war. Abolish ail the brew- 
eries at a stroke, throw 100,000 people 
out of employment and deprive hun- 
dreds of thousands of laboring and other 
people who take their glass of beer and 
see no harm in it and you will engender 
dissatisfaction and resentment.“ 

He referred to the large German- 
American population who were accus- 
tomed to their beer. These people, he 
asserted, were loyal to America, and it 
would put a burden on them to cut off 
beer. 

Telling how New England dairy inter- 
ests depend upon brewers’ by-pruducts 
for cattle feed, the Senator aid stop 
page of brewing would send many milk 
cattle to the slaughter house and that 
it also would be likely to double the 
price of bread by suddenly reducing by 
40 per cent the Supply of yeast, made 
largely from b ing products. 

Germany, Senator Lodge declared, has 
not restricted alcoholic beverages in any 
way, while France gives her soldiers 
regular wine rations.

DEMURRER SUSTAINED IN CASE 
OF ALLEGED ATTEMPT TO BRIBE 


Louts Bialock Had Been Indicted on 
Charge of Trying to Gain Son's 
Exemption. 

A demurrer to the indictment of Louis 
Bialock, 3624 Dodier street, for an al- 
leged attempt at bribery to avoid his 
son's registration under the selective 
army draft, was sustained by Judge 

Dyer in the Federal Court today. 

Bialock was indicted by the Federal 
grand jury two weeks ago on testi- 
mony of Dr. F. L. Morse of 204 North 
Fourteenth street, to the effect that on 
June 1 Blalock offered Dr. Morse $600 
to exempt his son, Anton Bialock, from

The letters were plainly written, 
and the mistakes in spelling and 
punctuation appeared to have been 
intentional.

FOODSTUFFS EXPORTS INCREASE 


WASHINGTON, June %.—American 
foodstuffa exports in May reached a 
value of $104,000,000, a considerable in- 
crease over previous months, Depart- 
ment of Commerce statistics issued to- 
day show. Shipments were greater by 
$5,000,000 than in April and $20,000,000 in 
March. During the 11 months ending 
with May the country shipped abroad 
$33,000,000 worth of food, as against 7. 


000,000 in the same period the year before. 


Grain exports fell off in May, but flour 
shipments were heavier, as were exports 
of meats, meat prodicts and vegetable 
otis. All breadstuffs shipments in May 
were valued at $61,000,000 against 358,600, -

against $37,000,000 in April.

He said 
Piersol was the only leader in this plot, 
so far as he knew. After the issuance 
of an information against him in the 
Keet case, Carter said, he kept out of 
sight through fear. He was arrested in 
Hutchinson, Kan., a week ago Tuesday. 

Much interest was caused here by the 
news that Piersol yesterday sought to 
get rat poison in the St. Louis jail. He 
is believed to have kept in touch with 
the progress of the investigation. His 
mother, who returned to Springfield 
yesterday, was permitted to see him for 
2 minutes, she said.

NEW YORK, June 29.—Gen. Petain's 


first article on Why We Are Fighting.“ 
“hich appeared Wednesday in the 
French Army Bulletin, is summarized 
by the official bureau of French infor- 
mation, which has its headquarters in 
this city, and printed in the New York 
Times today, as follows: 

Petain begins by saying: “We are 
fighting in order to drive the enemy from 
our territory, and, by a firm and com- 
plete peace, to prevent such an unpro- 
voked assault from ever being repeated. 

We are fighting because by a coward- 
ly withdrawal we would criminally be- 
tray both our dead and our posterity. 


We are fighting so that peace may 


restore to our country a freedom of 
action and inspire a responsibility which, 
were the war to have a bad ending, 
would be much worse than what our 
people suffer today.’’ 

Petain then traces the origin of the 
war, sketches the history of events of 
the summer of 1914, and recalis efforts 
made by France, Russia and England 
t avoid the conflict. He writes: 

“As early as July 2 Nicholas had, by 
8 personal dispatch to William, offered 
to submit the problem to The Hague Tri- 
bunal. William rejected the offer, but, 
doubtless being conscious of the crime 
he had committed, suppressed this very 
irtportant dispatch in the German White 
Book. 

“That is confession. When Vienna 
was, perhaps, on the point of negotiating, 
William hastened to force the conflict 
by declaring war on Russia before Aus- 
tria could even act and to the despair 
ot the entire world. 


Wished War for Years.

years Germany had wished to make war 
on Russia and France.

Petain shows that while the French 
Government issued orders keeping its 
soldiers 10 kilometers back of the fron- 
tier, the Germans took advantage of 
them at several points without a decla- 
ration of war. Then the declaration of 
war was made under the pretext that 
French aviators had dropped bombs on 
Nuremberg. The General passes to the 
violation of Belgian neutrality, saying: 

“Germany had the hope to crush us 
in a few months. Traitorously attack- 
ing through Belgium and with formid- 
able forces, she believed she could cer- 
tainly be in Paris long before England 
could send anything else than a ‘miser- 
able little army.’ 

“What Germany desired the Pan-Ger- 
manists demonstrated. In particular she 
desired, besides our departments of 
Nord and Est, Flanders, Artois, Lor- 
raine, our most valuable mineral, indus- 
trial and agricultural resources, and to 
extort from us 10 times the gold that 
she got in 1871. 

Wants Peace of Power. 

“Beaten on the Marne and Yser, 
stopped at Verdun, obliged by many 
defeats to yield ground, besieged by a- 
most all of Europe, has Germany re- 
nounced this odious dream? 

Not in the least. The more we have 
inflicted severe losses upon her, the 
more does she desire compensations. 

‘‘Doubtless humiliated by her defeata, 
starved by the blockade, bleeding ever 
in her battles, does she desire peace? 

‘But she wants it full of honor, that 
is to say, full of profits. It is such 2 
peace she has pretended to offer us—a 
peace of prey. 

Proof of Germany's bad faith is in 
her reply to President Wilson when she 
refused to set forth her aims in the war 
—proof that they could not be revealed. 
That is to say, because Germany does 
not dare to lay them before the world 
today. She maintains all her preten- 
sion. She desired war in order to real- 
ize them. The only one in Europe pre- 
pared for it, she alone desired it, brough* 
it about, precipitated it, decreed it, and 
rendered it inexplicable by her proced- 
ure, atrocious by her methods. 

“By keeping secret and having no 
honest desire to declare her superlative 
pretensions for domination, she stands 
as sole obstacle to peace.”

SAYS WILSON LIKES HIS PIES 


Man Says He Worked in a Princeton 
Restaurant, and Declares He 
Loves the President. 

Though President Wilson hates 
German spies, he once loved a Ger- 
man’s pies, according to Oscar Keller, 
of 923 Pine street, the first enemy 
alien arrested in St. Louis. on a 
charge of entering a barred zone. 

Keller up to the time of his arrest 
was pastry cook at the Mercantile 
Club. In jail today he said he knew 
President Wilson about 20 years ago. 
Keller then was pastry cook in Ren- 
wick’s restaurant at Princeton, he 
said, and the President was a professor 
at the University there. 

“I knew him,” said Keller,“ and I 
love him. He was always pleasant 
and he would nod and smile at me. 
He ate many a pie and cake that I 
baked. I also knew President Cleve- 
land, whose home was at Princeton.”

Mine Price East of Mississippi on|

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Reductions 
in the price of bituminous coal at all 
mines east of the Mississippi River rang- 
ing from $1 to $ a ton to the public, 
with a further cut of 50 cents for the 
Government, will become effective July 


Four hundred operators gathered here 


at a call from Secretary Lane and 
pledged themselves to furnish their 
product at a reasonable price. Before 


the reductions were announced yester- 
day they had agreed to place the price 
fixing in the hands of the Government, 
through the Defense Council’s Coal Pro- 
duction Committee, Secretary Lane and 
Commissioner Fort of the Federal Trade 
Commission. 

Director Smith of the Geological Sur- 
vey estimated that the reduced prices 
would mean that the operators would 
get $180,000,000 less annually for their out- 
put and that the saving to the Govern- 
ment and the coal consuming public 


would be even greater. 
In addition to placing prices upon coa! 


at the mines, it was announced that 
jobbers, brokers, retailers and commis- 
sion men would be permitted to charge 
commissions of not more than % cents a 
ton and that no more than one com- 
mission should be charged. In other 
words the consumer will get his coal at 
the mine price plus transportation 


charges and 2 cents a ton. 
The agreement does not affect anthra- 


cite and action on that problem has been 
postponed to July 1. 

Illinois and Indiana reduced their 
prices to $2.75 for coal as it came from 


the mine. a 
Only the districts west of IIlinois— 


Iowa, Wyoming, Colorado, Oklahoma 
and the Southwest—which were not rep- 
resented, remain yet to be accounted 
for, and there is no doubt in the minds 
of officials that these districts will 
agree to the price reduction.

AIRPLANE, NORTHCLIFFE SAYS 


British Publisher Predicts American Auto Fac- 
tories Will Be Commandeered for Manu- 
facture of Aircraft Parts. 


NEW YORK, June 29.—‘‘What this wa. 
needs most is the combination of brains 
and speed, said Lord Northcliffe at « 
luncheon given at the Players’ Club yes- 
terday by Isaac F. Marcosson, who re- 
turned from England recently. Lori 
Northcliffe spoke informally. He said: 

“America can and will do a tremen- 
dous part in this war; first, because she 
is fresh, and second, because she un- 
doubtedly will profit by the mistakes of 
the nations who have been fighting since 
August, 1914. 

J hope America may permit her news- 
paper and magazine writers to be ab- 
solutely frank about what is going on. 
It is important for the nation to know 
the worst as it is for the nation to know 
the best. For one thing—and we have 
found it out from actual experience—it 
is a great stimulus for the men fighting 
in the field to know that they are being 
written about at home and that the 
country they are fighting for knows 
precisely what they are doing. 


War Just Beginning. 
Every man with a pen in hand and 


a printing press near by can do a patri- 
outic service to his country by awaken- 
ing his people to the fact that this war 
is just beginning and that every ounce 
of energy, that every revolution of 
America’s vast industrial machine and, 
what is equally important, every gallon 
of gasoline, will be needed to bring the 
war toa successful end. 

‘It is only by an absolute mobiliza.. 
tion of man power and machine power 
that this war can be won. Industries 
that at this moment seem remote from 
mobilization for the war will sooner or 
later be called upon to do their part. In 
Europe, for example, one of the largest 
corset factories is now turning out very 
delicate pieces of machinery needed in 
the construction of airplanes. 

“For one thing, the great bulk of au- 
tomobile output will have to be concen- 
trated on trucks; in the second place, 
the automobile factories will inevitably

FAIR PRICES—NO EXTORTION. _ 


The coal operators have answered the patriotic 
demand for reasonable war prices by immediately 
announcing, reductions in the price of coal at the 
mines of from 81 to $1.50, and agreeing to submit 
to the maximum price to be fixed by the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, the Trade Commission and 
the Committee on Coal Production of the Nations! 
Defense Council. 

Thus one victory is scored for patriotism and 
fair play in the battle against war greed. Secre 
tary Lane's commendation of the action and spirit 
of the coal operators in voluntarily yielding to 
the demand for reductions is justified. 

The concession will mean a saving of millions 
to individual consumers and to the Government. 
It will mean the continued operation of factories 
at reasonable prices for coal, which will affect the 
price of all commodities. 

How is it possible to reconcile sacrifices of one 
part of the people with the grabbing of war prof- 
its by another part? There must be co-operation in 
the spirit of sacrifice or the nation will be torn 
by discontent and dissension. While the nation 
js engaged in war and is undertaking vast sacri- 
fices for its prosecution, it would be outrageous if 
one element imposed bitter hardships on other 
elements of the people.

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CONSOLIDATING ADVANCE POSITIONS. 

Our advance troops are now learning, in France, 
what modern battle tactics mean. But for those 
who expect to go, and for the rest of us who want 
to know what they will have to do, an article in 
the magazine National Service, by Capt. Ian Hay 
Beith of the British army is informing. 
We hear almost daily about the necessity of con- 
solidating the lines, after an advance.

The machine gunners are hurrying up to con- 
solidate the position, that is to say, placing 
their guns in such a position to sweep the 
ground in front of the newly captured ground 
in the event of a counter attack. The signal- 
ers are coming up unrolling wire as they come 
to establish advance telephone posts; ammu- 
nition, sand bags, water, food, etc., all are 
being brought up by specially detailed parties;

line where every officer knows their position 
and can send back for fresh supplies, and 
finally the commanding officers come up and 
advance headquarters is established, and your 
new line, your first objective, ig consolidated.

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RUSSIA DISPLEASES BERLIN. 

Russia bas gravely displeased Berlin. The ut- 
terances of the German newspapers, directed from 
the Wilhelmstrasse, prove that. Two months ago 
the Berlin newspapers spoke in the kindest terms 
of the new republican Government, predicting a 
bright future for democratic Muscovy and speak- 
ing in terms of unstinted praise of the people’s 
leaders at Petrograd. 

Now all of this is changed. Today the tews- 
papers of the Teutonic bund are filled with vi- 
tuperation against Russia and the men who direct 
its affairs. The German people are being told that 
the exit of the Slav from the war would be in- 
jurious rather than beneficial to the Centra! Pow- 
ers. It ia pointed out that the financial situation 
of Russia is such that tt would become a burden 
on Germany rather than a help. Yet in the early 
days of the spring German soldiers fraternized 
with the soldiers of the new republic by, special 
orders from the War Office. 

It is an old German trick. Efficiency and gulli- 
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ers. For three years the Wilhelmstrasse has been 
shifting the press of Germany about in the same 
| manner as an army corps 4g moved, one day 
against one Power, one day against another. 
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A SPIRIT WE SHOULD EMULATE. 

Doubtless in war on so enormous a scale we 
shall have occasion to conduct melancholy in- 
quiries in cases of mismanagement. If so, we shall 
be exceedingly fortunate if we command the gerv- 
ices of investigators as thorough and conscientious 
as those who sifted the facts in the case of the 
Dardanelles and Mesopotamia fiascoes for the 
British Government. 

It would be easy to formulate excuses in such 
cases, to dwell on the fallibility of human fore- 
sight, to emphasize the unexpectedness of difficul- 
ties, to set off good intentions against culpabil- 
ity in judgment and preparation. What the pub- 
lic wants to know is why brave and efficient men 
were misled, badly equipped, inadequately sup- 
plied and who were responsible. 

And the British report on Mesopotamia tells 
exactly what the public wants to know. It 
smashes away at a head wherever it finds carse 
to smash away, whether the head is high-plabed 
or low-placed in the Indian Government, the home 
ministry or the personnel of the expedition com- 
mand. Such an unsparing apportionment of 
blame is not only a measure of justice to men who 
were sacrificed to no purpose, but a most whole- 
some warning to those who must make the dis- 
positions for the further conduct of the war. It 
is a refreshing evidence of the new British spirit 
to hold leaders of whatever eminence to a strict 
accountability and to play no favorites in matters 
in which precious lives are at stake. 

Some Britons who are giving us unasked-for 
advice in voluminous quantities excuse themselves 
on the ground that they do not want us to make 
the same mistakes they have made. Of course it 
is extremely improbable that we should ever have 
made the same mistakes the English, with their 
peculiar institutions and social conditions, made, 
but it is not necessary to remind our advisers of 
that. We doubtless would have made other blun- 
ders of a different sort, but just as serious. We 
shall do well if, imitating them in other things 
with caution, perhaps, we imitate them success- 
fully in this sportsmanlike resolution to distribute 
censure as well as praise where it is due. 
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SEEING THE LIGHT IN GERMANY. 

No stronger point has been made on the need of 
liberalizing Germany than the one made by Maxi- 
milian Harden in his latest editorial. It is based, 
not on the theories of idealists but on practical 
conditions. On one day, he says, Germany was 
maintaining relations of lamb-like quality with its 
neighbors. On the next it found all the world 
ringed against it as enemies. Herr Harden asks: 
Can the Government that was unable to 


avert such a lineup of opposition deem itself 
superior in statesmanship to a democracy? 


Germany is accustomed to judge of agencies by 
results. When the end is held to justify the 
means, what is to be said for the means when the 
only ends attained are malelovent ends? Those 
whose frightful blundering has brought Germany 
to its present desperate state have pronounced 
condemnation on themselves under Germany's 
own standards of efficiency. 

A statement of the case also. calculated to 
appeal with tremendous force to a people who 
fancy they have a heaven-Imposed mission to im- 
press their kultur on others is that of Prof. Otto 
Huntze, who points out Germany’s position of 
dangerous isolation if it stands out against all 
mankind in resisting democracy. When even 
Prussian professors admit that Hohenzollernism 
has taken the wrong road, some glimmerings of 
light must be penetrating to the masses of the 
German nation. 
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THE PARTING OF THE WAYS. 

From the New York World. ä

On the contrary, is it not certain that the one 
political organization which has den powerful! in 
every State and which is in truth the only national 
party will be ‘so rent with feuds and strife as to 
become either a thing of faction or a hopeless 
minority. 

If the great States of the North are compelled 
to sacrifice their elementary liberties to the folly 
or the fanaticism of Southern Democrats— 

1. Southern Democrats will pay the price in a 
party division as fierce as that occasioned by 
slavery 

2. They will pay the price in exclusion from 
power at Washington. 

3. They will pay the price in unfriendly legis- 
lation affecting themselves which an unbridled 
majority of Northern Republicans will not hesi- 
tate to enact. 

We believe that if worse comes to worst, North- 
ern Democrats can stand this situation longer 
than Southern Democrats. 

With a disaffected Northern Democracy, there 
will be no more Democratic Presidents, no more 
Democratic Congresses, no more Democratic Cab- 
inet officers of any kind; but in particular there 
will be no more Southern Democrats in high office. 

It is this disruption of the Democratic party 
that the prohibition lobty has long sought to 
bring about.

ot the Brooklyn Navy Yard at 
this present busy time is the 
factory where the master Flagmaker 
presides. Under his supervision flags 
are made for all of the American war- 
ships on this side of the world, for At- 
lantic Coast naval stations and Govern-

board. Another factory at the Mare 
Island yard in California, does similar 
duty for the Pacific Coast stations and 
the vessels in the Pacific. 

Every battleship of Uncle Sam’s navy 
has no less than $2500 worth of flags, 
ranging from the tiniest pennant to the 
greatest of Old Glories. More than 40 
foreign flags of all the nations of the 
earth must be carried upon every cruise. 
These vary from the banner of China, 
with its fearsome dragon to the white 
elephant on the flag of Siam. 

When a battleship is dressed in its col- 
ors, the outfit represents 250 flags of 
many kinds and. sizes. Most of the 
larger flags are 25 feet by 13 feet, made 
of the best wool bunting, 19 inches wide. 
This bunting is of the highest quality 
obtainable and undergoes severe tests 
before it is accepted. But the action of 
wind and weather makes the replace- 
ment of flags a frequent thing. 

The flagmaker's art is an exacting one 
and many modern descendants of Betsy 
Ross are employed by the Brooklyn 
Flag Master. Much skill is required to 
make such a flag as that of Venezuela 
which has a prancing horse upon it. A 
special machine has been designed for 
cutting the white stars used in our own 
flag. These are of eight sizes, and every 
year many thousands of such stars go 
into flags made by Government em- 
ployes. These stars vary from two 
inches to 14 inches in diameter.

HERE are three substances some- 
times sold as butter—good dairy 
butter, renovated butter and oleo- 

margarine. Now, each of these. sub- 
stances is, if in goed condition, perfect- 
ty wholesome for human food, but the 
prices should be different. Dairy but- 
ter is carefully made from cream kept 
a certain number of days until it ac- 
quires just the right degree of sour- 
ness and then salted and cooled and 
kept refrigerated until sold. Renovated 
butter is made from a miscellaneous 
assortment of country butter, some 
strong and some sweet. This is all 
melted together and the curd and 
brine drawn off. All froth and scum 
are removed and air blown violently 
through it to take away all rancid odor. 
Milk is then added and it is churned 
the same as fresh butter. Oleomar- 
garine is made from cottonseed oil, 
beef fat or lard mixed with partly 
soured skim milk. 

There are certain very simple tests 
by which the housewife can distin- 
guish fresh butter from the renovated 
prodnct and both from oleomargarine. 
All that is needed for the experiment is 
a Spoon, a small stick or splinter of 
wood and either a gas flame or the 
flame of a lamp turned low with the 
burner taken off. Place a tiny bit of 
the butter in the spoon and hold it over 
the flame, stirring frequently with the 
bit of wood and continue until it boils 
rapidly. If it foams freely and boils 
very quietly it is genuine butter. Reno- 
vated butter will spatter considerably 
and foam but little, while oleomargarine 
spatters profusely, but does not foam. 

Cocoa is often adulterated with starch. 
This can be detected by putting a spoon- 
ful m a cup and adding boiling water. 
If any starch is there the liquid shows 
a marked thickening which will not be 
noticeable to any great extent if the 
cocoa is pure. Very cheap brands of 
cocoa often contain ground cocoa shells. 
his is easily detected by its slight grit- 
tiness. 

Coffee adulterants are not hard to 
detect. Real coffee grains are dull, 
while some of the substances put in 
to cheapen the article are as bright as 
though they had been polished. Coffee: 
grains also contain a good deal of ofl
